—Eyvewltnesses af
the battle of Champagne declure that
the French assunlt beginning at 9:15
the morning of Septanbor 25 de velop-
ed such impetus in the first twenty
minutes that the Germans, though ox-
pecting it, were stmply overrun.  Men
on guard in the trenches had searcely
time to fire. The actillery in the
rear, whose role was to maintain a
barrier of dire before their Huoes in
caze of attack, opened oniy after the
three waves of assallants had already
passed out of range.  The troops ad-
vancing from Perthes reached the
German camp behind the Hnes and in
a singe rugh killed the guards ond
miade many oflicers prisoners in thelr
beds.  North of Deausejour the first
bound carried the line 1o the positions
of the eGrmun artillery; In a twink-
ling the gunners Were bayoneted and
the line went on.

The progression was not cvery-
where unifferm because the artillery
fire had not everywhere destroyed the
armored redonbts sheltering mmlllnc-
guny. The French advanced in parp:-
lel or converging columns, accordieg

to the ground in front of the dirl'arent
sectors; In some places the object
wis o frmllul attack for the capture
of Lrenchoes, in others the aim was to
eneirele the coemy's positions, Over

the whole line of sttack it was only
on the extreme flank at Auberive
and in the neighborhood of Servor that
the Germans held thelr ground. Un-
able to advance at these points, the
French pursged their altacks so vig-
orously theé adversary was unable to
detach any, of his men to reinforee
the center.

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DEPENDENT PERSONS
STARUING [N POLAND

Warsaw, Poland, Nov. 11,—Plead-
Ing that three million persons depen-
dent on the industries of Poland are
sturving, the Workman's Union of
Poland has sent to the governor gen-
eral, Herr von. Beseler, a memorial
urging the reopening of the factories,
the wdoption of a protective tariff, and
the return of machines, mechanical
fittings and espoecially bells arnd
#ears, which were taken out of the
foctorles and work shops during the
early days of German occapation.

The memorial states that “the work-
Ang population of Poland includes
350,000 workmen in factdries, 60,000 in
the building trade, and (90,000 in
smaller industries.” Inciw Ing  the
famlilies of these workmen, . this in-
dustrial population reaches a total of
three million persons, with a normal
income of about $150,000,000 a year,

A certain proportion of this popula-
it ig stated, hag bean eent {p
Germany, and another section are re-
celving ald from thelr former em-
nloydrs—where the lalter are still
able to help them. *“But {there e
still a gréat muss of people who are
actually starving,” seys the memorlal,
“and for the sake of these persons
it is advisable to put at least somoe
of the factories into cweration, os-
pecinlly the sugar, vinegar, ol
yeast [actories, mills, brewerics, saw-
mills, brick yards, and foundries,"”

The memorinl deals briefly with the
question of articles commandeered hy
the German military enthorities, stat-
ing that the complete confiscation of
all raw maferial would paralyze in-
dustry, énd that enough .machinery
sshould he left in the factories to en-
fable them to continue in partial oper-
ation.
